Tho atlack was sud- 
on and apparently unprovoked ; but the 
firing of the Japanso was fortunately 10 
bad that only two casualties havo occurred, 
noither of which are likely to rosult f 
tally. ‘The dotachmonts of H.M. 0th Re- 
sgimont wero at onco exiled out, and pur- 
ssuod tho Japanose, who showod fight for 
about fivo minutes, but then broke and 
fled. ‘Tho mounted oscort with Sir Harry 
Parkes at their hond, captured threo small 
field pieces. ‘Tho main body of Dizon's 
‘mon, hearing of tho affair, did not attempt 
to pass through Hiogo. 

An onvoy from tho Mikado arrived at 
Hiogo on tho 7th, and had an interview

They 
have not, however, as yot mado any 
advanco to Forcign Ministers ; possibly 
looking on tho Inttor ns tho allios of 
Stotsbashi, and failing to roatize that 
our anxiety to maintain relations with 
tho Tyooon as supposod Rnler of Japan, 
hhas hindered a cordial response to tho 
‘advances of individual Daimios.
